Walter E. Dandy, internationally- 
known brain .surgeon, died this 
morning at Johns Hopkins Hospi- 
tal where he had performed his. 
greatest work. He was 60. 


Dr. Dandy -entered Johns Hop- 


kins Hospital last night and died 
at 10:45 a. m. today from a cor- 
onary occlusion, the hospital an- 
nounced. 


He was professor of neurological 


surgery at Hopkins University. As 
the chief neurological surgeon at 
the hospital, he had treated pa- 
tients from all over the world. 


Dr. Dandy was in the hospital 


for a short tlflSe^^ltfBt^'iiioiith'^wiW' 
a heart disease but had recovered 
sufficiently to be up and about

Dr. Dandy's brain surgery as- 


tounded the world of medicine and 
brought him international honors. 


He was a native of Sedalia, Mo. 


Did Brain Tumor Work 


In 1918, he announced the dis- 


covery and development' of a 
method of locating and operating 
on brain tumors and other intra- 
cranial lesions. This method, fel- 
low surgeons said at the time, rer 
duced that difficult surgical task 
to almost an exact science. 


Among his many contributions 


to the field of neuro-surgery was 
perfection of the operation for the 
relief .of a brain malady known as 
Meniere's disease, which in the 
past had afflicted such persons as 
Dr. Martin Luther and Jonathan 
Swift, the satirist. Dr. Dandy cut 
the auditory nerve in half, effect- 
ing a permanent cure with almost 
no risk and no after effects.

One official central news agency 


dispatch from Mukden asserted— 
without confirmation—that four 
or five medium tanks driven and 
gunned by-"officers of a certain 
country", led • the attack on the 
Manchufian capital. "It -is ob- 
vious," the dispatch added, "that 
these tanks were furnished by that 
certain country." 


Government dispatches 
from 
Chinhsien pictured the outnum- 
bered, isolated national garrison 
as holding, only-two buildings in 
artillery-battered Changchun yes- 
terday, and unable to hold out 
longer than morning today.

struck down 1,900 German .prison- 
ers of war in an American intern- 
ment camp near Nuernberg dur- 
ing the last 24 hours. U. S. Army 
headquarters announced tonight. 


All the victims are "seriously 


ill," headquarters said. No deaths 
were reported. 
The prisoners were seized with 


arsenic poisoning in Stalag 13 near 
Nuernberg,

A BLACK EVE 


When I lived in China. I read about the United 


States in the local newspapers and it often looked, 
in those days, as though the leading citizen of our 
land was Al Capone; the most important industry, 
murder; and the most usual sport, divorce. Little 
else was sent by the press agencies, none of whom 
were, in those days, American. Then the United 
Press and subsequently the Associated Press be- 
jan to sell their services and we got very much 
better news. 


Having personally experienced this propensity 


on the part of foreign news services and govern- 
ments to give this country a black eye, I can un- 
derstand the desire of the State Department 
through Mr. William Benton to develop an infor- 
mational service that v.'iU. at least, give us an even 
break. Unfortunately the O.W.I, did such an ap- 
palling bad job that one distrusts government 
agencies, particularly a new one staffed mainly by 
the old crew. Furthermore, Mr. Benton's demand 
that the A.P., and the U.P., and I.N.S. supply him 
with copy, which he ought to get for himself, is 
a bad start, for it is at best government compe- 
tition with private enterprise while using the 
product of private enterprise without adequate 
compensation. That is crooked. 


To indicate how bad such things can be, I have 


a clipping from "The Sunday Statesman" of New 
Delhi, India. It contains a story entitled: "Con- 
tradictions in the American Scene. Fascist Ten- 
dencies in the Land of Equality." The 'author is 
Stuart Gelder and it is marked exclusive. We 
looked up Stuart Gelder in "Who's Who," "The 
Working Press of New York City" — (his dateline 
was New York) and inquired of several press as- 
sociations, but could not find a Stuart Gelder. 
Maybe, it is a pen-name. 


This is what he says about the United States: 
"This country wears two faces. 
One, which 


is presented to the world, shines with a benevolent 
expression of democracy. The other is filled with 
hate for anyone who dares to try to use his liberty 
to alter the social and economic status quo. Trade 
union leaders are always 'agitators,' liberals are 
'Communists.' " 
That, of course, is a libel on William Green, 


Phil Murray and other labor leaders who MI in the 
counsels of the great Even Petrillo has not been 
called an "agitator," although he has been given 
more fitting and accurate labels. In this city there 
are. a dozen or more Communist newspapers and 
magazines in several languages, published and 
circulated in complete freedom; there are myriad 
organizations on all sides of all questions, free to 
publish whatever they like, to hold mass-meetings, 
to influence elections and denounce their opponents.

SORES AT CORNERS OF MOUVH 


We have all seen men and women, and also chil- 


dren, with sores in corners of the mouth. These 
sores are often slow in healing and tax the patience 
of both physician and patient. 


The sore begins as a pale wet patch at the cor- 


ners and spreads along the red border of both lips. 
The tissue at the corners of the mouth remains wet 
and broken down and is sometimes covered with a 
dinging grayish yellow crust. 
After a time this 


broken down tissue disappears, leaving "a slick wet 
red area" at the corners of the mouth. The spots 
may remain wet and sore for months or may heal 
and leave hard scar tissue. This scar tissue is found 
more often in adults than in children. 


In a description of this disease, with causes and 


treatment, three branches of the healing profession 
are represented in an article in the Journal of the 
American Dental Association — Arvin W. Mann, 
D. D. S.. Jane M. Mann. R.N.. and Tom D. Spies. 
M. D., Birmingham. Alabama. The three conditions 
causing or partly causing cheilosis as it is called, 
are (a) decrease in the length of the face, (b) in- 
fection, (c) lack ot part 01 the \itamin B complex 
(riboflavint. 


The decrease in the length of the face is caused 


by the loss of teeth which means that the lower jaw 
and upper jaw and upper and lower lips override 
one another at corners of the mouth which can be 
seen when artificial teeth are removed. 


The second cause is infection from an unhealthy 


mouth — teeth and gums. More cases of pyorrhoea 
(infected gums) were found with cheilosis. than 
with abscessed teeth. Of 160 cases of cheilosis stud- 
ied. 105 lost their teeth because of pyorrhoea. 29 
because of decayed teeth, 25 because of oversensi- 
tive teeth and 5 because of abscesses. 


Evidences of lack of vitamin B (riboflavinl was 


the poor appetite, red tip of tongue, and pellagra. 


While treatment of mouth conditions nnd in- 


creasing the daily amount of nbofiaun helped to 
some extent, in some cashes and to a pvat extent in 
others, lengthening ihe face by insert me artificial 
teeth was the biggest factor in cunng cheilosis in 
majority of cases.

The years when a dollar went 


much further than it does today 
were recalled to mind when 1 re- 
ceived an interesting letter from 
C. G. Bach of 126 West Pierpont 
street, in which he told of the 
years when he was a seaman. 


"Some 50 or 55 yean ago,"

The beer cost 3 cents a 
schooner. If you could drink two 
without stopping you could have 
all you wanted free of charge. 


"There was plenty of free lunch 


on the bar, or, if you had money 
you could buy a bowl of lamb 
stem with a stack of bread on the 
table for three cents. Sometimes 
the stew tasted as though it had 
been mixed with soap or made 
from a grandmother lamb. 


"Yes, 
sir," wrote Mr. Bach, 


"those were the days. We used to 
have lots of dean fun and spent 
but very little money." 


Although I was only a boy in 


the days that Mr. Bach writes of 
I do recall that we lived as good 
and set as good a table then as we 
do now, at a third of the cost of a 
meal today. 


Rents were cheap. You could 


rent an entire six room house for 
from $6 to $16 a month. Of course 
it did not have the improvements 
of today, but as we never enjoyed 
the improvements we were satis- 
fied with what we had. 


Wages were also low in the 


years at the turn of the century, 
and the average man earned be- 
tween $6 and 910 a week. If a man 
received as much as $75 a month 
he was considered well off. 


Those were the days of the 


nickel cigar and five cent trolley 
ride. I think one of the finest five 
cent cigars I ever smoked when a 
youth was the Red Prince which 
was manufactured by Darling in 
his cigar store on Fair street in 
the old'Kingston Opera House 
building. 


Soda water cost but a nickel a 


glass, and what ice cream and 
candy you could buy for half a 
dollar or less. AH of us who were 
boys in the early 190tTs can re- 
member how tickled we were 
when a neighbor would give us a 
penny for running an errand. Try 
to offer the present generation 
that amount and watch them stick 
up their noses. 


Amusements were also reason- 


ably priced. Many a show I at- 
tended in the old Liscomb Opera 
House paying a ten cent admission 
for a seat in the gallery. 


Then akmg came the five cent 


movie houses, located in former 
vacant stores. Some I recall off- 
hand are the Lyric on the Strand, 
the Star on central Broadway, the 
Bijou and the Novelty on Wafl 
street. Those were the yean of the 
silent movies:

Washington. April 19 — Iran, 


which has needed the help of 
world opinion to keep Russia from 
Crabbing her resources, now sud- 
denly clamps a censorship on all 
news dispatches sent from that 
country. Theoretically Iran no 
longer needs the help of world 
opinion. 


This is incredible. And, of 


course, nobody in the Department 
of State which made public the 
facts about the censorship be- 
lieves for one moment that this 
step was taken by Iran of her own 
free wilL 
Here is a situation which is far 
more dangerous to world peace 
than the Spanish problem or even 
the question of keeping Russian 
troops on the soil of Iran. For if 
a nation can be blacked out by 
the dominating influence of a 
neighboring government, the Unit- 
ed Nations might as well confess 
failure. 
The whole theory behind the 
charter adopted in San Francisco 
is that an appeal can and should 
be made to the conscience of 
countries which are inclined to 
choose the path of aggression. 
Russia has exhibited tendencies 
toward aggression, though the 
polite word to use nowadays is 
"expansion." 
Up to now the question before 
the United Nations Security Coun- 
cil was whether Iran was being 
coerced into an agreement on oil 
concessions as the price of with- 
drawing Russian troops. Now, 
however, a greater and much 
more menacing form of coercion 
has appeared — the imposition, 
probably at the behest of Russia, 
of a censorship such as Moscow 
often imposes. 
The principle of censorship is 
well understood in wartime but 
it has absolutely no justification 
in time of peace. The very fact 
that Iran had to impose the cen- 
sorship indicates that the Rus- 
sians are afraid to let the truth 
come out about what is happen- 
ing. 
Fear of the truth about the 
misbehavior of major -powers in 
thejr relations with other coun- 
tries is the usual reason for cen- 
sorship in peacetime.

NEW PLAN FOR EDUCATION 
How to make great books more widely 
known has been an old problem of teachers, 
librarians and parents. Now the University 
of Chicago is trying a new approach. It has 
prepared a list of books that have influenced 
the world) starting with Plato’s “Republic” 
and going down to Karl Marx, and is doing 
what it can to help local reading groups study 
these books. Leaders receive lists of ques­ 
tions likely to provoke discussion, and sug­ 
gestions of how to keep the meetings going. 
Such discussion groups do not have to wait 
for a university to start them on their way, 
but often a little outside stimulus helps. These 
groups represent one more possible means of 
attaining one of the country’s vital needs, an 
enlightened democracy.

American scientists," says Wilkin- 
son, who directed . a survey of 
Japanese radar development for 
• the Far Eastern Air Forces." have 
the mistaken impression that the 
Japanese did nothing original in 
the war, and-only made poor cop- 
ies of such Allied equipment and 
techniques as they could capture, 
and whatever the Germans chose 
to give them. This is a dangerous 
attitude." 


Wilkinson, back now as a tech- 


nician in the Bell Telephone La- 
boratories, spent 26 war months 
in the Pacific and was assigned to 
a closeup study of Japanese radar 
research immediately after V-J 
Day as a civilian consultant with 
'the Air Technical 
Intelligence 
Group. 


Wilkinson said that when the 


war ended, the Japanese were 
! ready to try a death ray machine 
! capable of focussing a lethal beam 
over a one-mile range. In experi- 
mental tests, the ray had been 
able to kill a rabbit within about 
30 minutes at a distance of 100 
feet. The ultra-high frequency 
radio signals caused blood cells in

merely as demonstrating the non- 
imitative enterprise and ability of 
Japanese scientists. 


During much of the war, con- 


centrated development of radar 
was neglected under the Japanese 
psychology of offensive 
because 


the devices were considered pri- 
marily defensive. 


On surrender day, Wilkinson 


said, the Japanese 
were three 


years behind the alMes in develop- 
ment of fire control and air radar 
devices because of faults in mili- 
tary policy and liaison. The Jap- 
anese utilized only about 10 per 
cent of available scientific talent 
for war purposes. Jealousies be- 
tween the Nippinese Army and 
Navy added further handicaps. 


As an example, the Army re- 


quired one of the electronic cen- 
ters to develop an entirely new 
radar device—including the de- 
sign of new tubes—for a certain 
purpose even though a satisfactory 
set already had been developed 
for the Navy. In other instances, 
scientists - on separate 
projects 


were not permitted to exchange 
information, and the military did 
not permit technicians to 
ob- 


serve field operation of apparatus. 


"The errors on the part of the 


military in Japan are nqw well 
appreciated by all Japanese ex- 
military, academic and industrial 
leaders," said Wilkinson.

"Moreover, ample power is con- 


ferred upon the new division to 
set -up programs for local firemen 
and local police. Provision is also 
made in the measure for a study 
in development of a system of 
periodic inspections of motor ve- 
hicles."

400 Chickens Lost
